RELIGIOUS HISTORY

BILLY SUNDAY (1 86 2-1 93 5 ) 
S 


INCE the days of the great Finney more than 100 years ago, evangelism, based on the personal idiosyncrasies of the 
speaker, has played a dramatic part in the history of religion and in Billy Sunday it reached its final expression. 
He 
was the last of his line. 
Described by dispassionate observers as “ the religious phenomenon of the opening of the 
(twentieth century” he was both ridiculed and adored by his hearers and regardless of one’s personal opinion he un­ 
doubtedly is one of the most colorful men of religion in recent years. 
William Ashley Sunday was born a short distance from Ames, Iowa, four months after the death of his father, a 
casualty of the Civil War. 
His mother, left with the support of Billy and his brothers, was unable to cope with the situation 
and sent her sons to the Soldiers’ Orphans Home for some time. 
His early education was rather sketchy. 
He attended a typ­ 
ical midwestern grade school later returning to the orphans home. Here he remained until he was 14 years old when he 
went to live with his grandparents near Ames. 
Seeing the necessity of earning his own living and becoming irked with farm 
work he left his grandparents’ home and for some time worked at odd jobs. 


It was not long until he was playing 
ball on one of the city teams and proved 
to be an outstanding baseball player. In 
fact, he was one of the few men in base­ 
ball to go from the sand-lot to majors. 
During the first year of play he accept­ 
ed Christ at the Pacific Garden Mission 
in Chicago but was so universally liked 
by his team-mates that instead of ridi­ 
culing him on his stand they encouraged 
him. 
He became a member of the Jef­ 
ferson Park Presbyterian church on the 
west side of Chicago and the head of a 
mission operated by Col. Clark. 
He 
joined the Y. M. C. A., became active 
in the local circles to the point of be­ 
coming an alderman in one of the local 
religious precincts. 
However, he still 
played baseball and continued to do so 
for five years. 
About this time he be­ 
gan active preaching and met Helen A. 
Thompson who later became his wife. 
He met with 
considerable 
opposition 
during his courtship as Helen’s father 
was indisposed to have her associated 
with a ball player. 
The fact that he 
was devoting so much time to religious 
work softened the antagonism of Hel­ 
en’s parents and they were married in 
1888. 
Sunday was released from his base­ 
ball contract in 1891 when the Broth­ 
erhood players broke up and he ac­ 
cepted a position as Secretary of the 
Religious Department of a Chicago Y. 
M. C. A. 
He was prevailed upon many 
times to accept jobs with gymnasiums 
but refused in order to devote more 
time to the church. 


His first experience in direct evan­ 
gelistic work was in association with 
Dr. J. Wilbur Chapman, one of the most 
widely 
known 
American 
evangelists. 
He first acted as advance man, going 
into the new field, making the prelimin­ 
ary arrangements and even superintend­ 
ing the erection of the tent. 
He would 
open the meeting and do the preaching 
for a few days until Dr. Chapman ar­ 
rived. 
This he continued to do for 
three years and through force of cir­ 
cumstances 
began 
holding 
meetings 
alone when Dr. Chapman accepted a 
pastorate in Philadelphia. 
His work 
grew gradually and his reputation as an 
evangelist increased steadily. 
His vig­ 
orous pulpit 
manner 
and spectacular 
method of approach gained him large 
audiences and the number of “ convers­ 
ions” attracted much comment. 
His 
successful tent meetings soon opened 
the way for him to go into much larger 
places. 
In cities the press facilities be­ 
ing better, the publicity given to the 
meetings assured him tremendous aud­ 
iences. 
After his reputation was firmly 
established there was never a time dur­ 
ing his entire lifetime that he lacked a 
call for a meeting. He continued his vig­ 
orous career and as late as 1931 was 
still “ breaking tabernacle furniture in 
reaching for an upper cut on the devil’s 
chin.” 
He with “ Ma Sunday” as she was 
affectionately called lived the last few 
years of his life in their home in the 
Hood River Valley in Oregon. He occa­ 
sionally took time off to return to the 


saw dust trail via the radio where he 


appeared spic and span in frock coat, 


striped trousers and spats, a striking 


contrast to the Billy Sunday who left 


the platform after each tent meeting 


with his clothes in disarray. 


Sincerity played an important part 
in the power of Billy Sunday and he 
was absolutely nothing if not a surpris­ 
ing person. He had the brains and wit 
to reach adults and at the same time 
to command the rapt attention of young 
people. 
He also had 
that 
rarest of 
preacher’s gifts, the 
mastery of 
the 
minds of children. 


While many reporters and church 
editors, closely associated with the man, 
accepted Sunday whole heartedly claim­ 
ing that the effects of his campaigns 
were lasting and that his influence was 
noted equally among laborers and busi­ 
ness men, others had difficulty in re­ 
conciling his pulpit acrobatics with the 
example of the Apostles and claimed 
that his success was due entirely to his 
astute business methods. 


He did possess that indefinable pow­ 
er of drawing people to himself by an 
attraction which was elemental, rather 
than reasoned or platonic and his death 
in 1935 was the signal for the revival 
of wistful memories in many thousands 
who had been caught in the spell of 
his unconventional and persuasive elo­ 
quence.

ed in eight y ears from 1922 to

It takes six billions of money 
spent on 
heavy 
construction 
to 
keep this new nationally organiz­ 
ed industrial sy stem going. 
The 
money 
builds 
houses, 
roads, 
bridges, power plants. 
Stop this 
and trouble begins in the P itts­ 
burgh 
steel 
district; 
spreads to 
Michigan, Ohio, Illinois and West 
Virginia; comes out in spots else­ 
where. 
Business fades away . 
American 
business 
s t o p p e d 
spending six billions a y ear, after 
1930. 
The rest happened in order. 
In 1933 President Roosevelt de­ 
cided to shoulder the load. 
This 
is called 
by 
political 
opponents 
"pump priming” 
which 
is non­ 
sense. 
Rather than watch mil­ 
lions of its people out of work, the 
government 
spent 
what 
private 
business did not spend. 
So did 
practically every other government 
in the world. Things righted them ­ 
selves.

In 1936 every one hoped private 
business would take over if the 
government stopped. 
The govern­ 
ment did stop. 
Business didn’t 
take over. 
I am not blaming any ­ 
one: I note the fact. 
By the end 
of 
1937, the 
old 
grind 
began— 
first in the Pittsburgh steel dis­ 
trict, then spreading. It was neces­ 
sary to shoulder the load again. 
President Roosevelt 
did 
this 
in 
his recovery message last April. 
Barring 
accidents, 
recovery 
will 
be well forward this fall. 
There 
is no danger in this if government 
spending 
creates 
things people 
need—th at is, makes wealth.

But government spending does 
mean th at y ou have some serious 
thinking to do. 
First, y our local government has 
become 50 times more important. 
Much of the heavy work of the 
country has to be done by towns 
and counties and cities. 
This is 
a 
strictly 
local 
job. 
There 
is 
more opportunity for a first-rate 
career in local government today 
than in any other field I know 
LaGuardia proved it in New York. 
If the local governments are good 
enough, we can avoid the danger 
of

W ashington 
octupus; 
and 
W ashington, as I have reason to 
know, would be only too glad. 
Second, big business is no long­ 
er private. 
It is as much a part 
of 
the 
national 
sy stem 
as 
the 
post office. 
All of us benefit by 
its success.

It has to come 
back into the union; and we have 
to show it how. 
Third, we still have some serious 
thinking to do about our banking 
sy stem 
and

We are making progress, but we 
have not got the answer y et.

Finally , every man and every or­ 
ganization, a labor union or a lib­ 
erty 
league, 
m ust do 
as 
much 
thinking about how it can con­ 
tribute to the general welfare as 
it does about how much it can 
rake out of it. 
This goes for ev­ 
ery one.

calls, really , 
for a change in national spirit and 
for a resurgence of native Ameri­ 
can kindliness and neighborliness. 
It is not a political job. 
Neither 
is it a job for clever people. P er­ 
haps

need

few practicing 
saints just now even more than 
practicing politicians.

It is the only logic cn which busi­ 
ness or the capitalist or profits 
sy stem — democracy itself — can 
save itself in the face of over­ 
whelming popular tides which are 
surging not only in this country , 
but every where in the world. 


POWER WITHOUT RESPONSIBILITY 
To the degree public opinion enact* law* per« ' 
m itting power to go ONLY into the hands of thos* 
who recognize th at responsibility accompanies power 
do we have progress and a higher standard of Ur- 
ing. 
The cause of the present hard time* is due to 
a 
violation of this principle th at duty to the general 
welfare m ust accompany every right and power ac­ 
q uired by an individual. 
CONCRETE EXAMPLES 
We permitted the bankers to misuse credit jp t^eir 
own temporary advantage. 
They failed 'to recog­ 
nize the responsibility of maintaining a relative uni­ 
form measure of value in the form of money . 
We perm itted certain groups of employ er» and 
laborers to enter into combinations in restraint of 
trade w ithout regard to their duty to their fellow 
man. 
This was even perm itted by law when we 
passed the Clay ton amendment to the Sherman Anti- 
T rust Law. 
We permitted the voting m ajority to take any 
fraction of a man’s production and give nothing in 
ex change for it, no m atter how rapidly he wa* 
using this production to lower the cost of living. 
This was done by the discrim inatory tax laws we 
passed. 
We now have given the bureaucrats of the gov­ 
ernm ent the power to tell an employ er whether or 
not an employ e m ust be retained. 
This we did by 
the W agner Act. 
These government employ es hav­ 
ing this power are not responsible for continued em­ 
ploy ment and a lowering of the cost of living. 
These are some of the most outstanding ex amples 
of giving power without responsibility . 
And just to 
the degree we give people rights without respon­ 
sibility will our road become rougher and more 
dangerous. 
We have passed these laws in the hope of prevent­ 
ing the power of wealth being used without respon­ 
sibility . 
But they have not accomplished their pur­ 
pose because they have taken power from men with 
the best of good will. 
% 
We should repeal these laws and prevent men of 
wealth from using their power without responsibility 
to society by passing a law which would take a 
large fraction of wealth ONLY from those who did 
not regard it as a stewardship. 
This could be accomplished most easily by a 
graduated tax on personal spending, or consumption. 
Then with the repeal of these laws and the enact­ 
ment of a law that would prevent the use of great 
wealth without consideration for the general wel­ 
fare we would have power only with responsibility . 
Then we would have higher wages than we have 
ever had. 
DUAL PERSONALITY 
, 
The more one thinks of Roosevelt's statem ent that 
he can act differently as head of the Democratic 
party from that of President, the more absurd and 
un-Christian the statem ent becomes. 
It certainly is inconsistent with the Biblical state­ 
ment that one cannot serve two masters. 
But the New Dealers say th at things are differ­ 
ent now. This principle, however, is just as true to­ 
day as it was on the day it was voiced by the great­ 
est of all teachers. 


THE PRESIDENT ON WAGES 
In his speech at Fort Worth the President returned 
once more to his favorite topic of wages and pur­ 
chasing power: 
You need more industries in Tex as, but I know 
y ou realize the importance of not try ing to get in­ 
dustries by the route of cheap labor for industrial 
workers. 
Lt>w buy ing power means low standard* 
of living. 
W hether such an argum ent is sound or unsound 
depends on w hat is m eant by “cheap wages.” Cheap 
in relation to what? 
If the President means that 
Tex as employ ers ought not to pay wages lower than 
those th at would mean the fullest employ ment and 
the largest pay rolls possible for the workers of 
Tex as, every reasonable and humane man must 
agree with him. 
Ideal wage rates are those that lead to max imum 
pay rolls. 
If wage rates are below this level, labor 
is, in effect, being ex ploited by the difference. 
But 
just as much harm may come to labor if wage ra es 
are so high th at costs of production are forced to 
ex cessive levels. 
In such a case—whether because 
marginal firms are forced out of business, or be­ 
cause new firms are discouraged from entering, or 
because marginal workers are dropped—many work­ 
ers m ust become • unemploy ed. 
Total pay rolls in 
conseq uence are smaller than they otherwise would 
be. 
This does not mean higher purchasing power 
for labor, but lower purchasing power. 
It does not 
mean higher standards of living for labor considered 
as a whole, but lower standards of living. The work­ 
ers fortunate enough to be retained a t the higher 
wage levels are retained a t the ex pense of those 
thrown out of work and separated from wages al­ 
together. 
Fewer goods are turned out because 
et 
the unemploy ment; the community is poorer. 
The 
jobs even of the workers retained are less secure 
than under conditions of full employ ment. 
There is an implication in the President’s word* 
that the rate of wages paid lies largely in the dis­ 
cretion of the individual employ er. 
In much that 
he and other speakers favoring the Federal W age- 
Hour Law have said it is vaguely implied that 
Southern wages are lower than Northern wages 
mainly as a m atter of employ er policy . 
This is 
either to accuse Southern employ ers of a tight-fist­ 
edness to which their Northern counterparts are im­ 
mune or to give Northern employ ers credit for a 
special generosity not shared by employ ers in the 
South. 
Such a view has only to be ex plicitly stated 
for its unreality to be apparent. 
W ages are within the discretion of the individual 
employ er only to a very limited ex tent. 
Their level 
is determined in the main by the competition of 
workers o r jobs and of employ ers for workers, sup­ 
plemented by collective bargaining. Southern wage* 
are lower than Northern wages because, for a num ­ 
ber of reasons (the different nature of occupations, 
differences in capital eq uipment, differences in spec­ 
ialized skill and efficiency ) the average productivity 
of labor in the South is less than in the North. The 
lower wage level in the South does not give it an 
unfair advantage In competition with the North, 
. 
'. 
but merely tends to compensate for this factor.
